LONDON, Oct. 14.—(#)—Two days 
of negotiations between Premier 
Edouard Herriot and Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonld resulted today in 
a Franco-British agreement to hold a 


four-power emergency disarmament 
conference at Geneva to deal with 
Germanys demand for arms equality. 

But the Germans balked at this 
and tonight the crisis 
over world disarmament’ centered 
again in Berlin. From persons in 
touch with the negotiations here, it 
was learned that American influence 
probably would be needed to smooth 
out this latest difficult * 

Italy immediately expressed her ap- 
proval of the four-power parley plan. 
Germany, which previously had agreed 
to such a conference in London with 
certain reservations, objected to a 
change of venue from the British 
capital to Geneva on the ground that 
her statesmen would be re-entering an 
arms parley under League auspices 
without having been granted their 
claim to equality in armaments, It 
was this question of equality that 
caused Germany recently to withdraw 
from the world disarmament confer- 
ence at Geneva. 

The British view tonight was that 
the German refusal was vf temporary 
character. Having yielded to the 
Fren plea that the emergency four- 
power meeting be held at Geneva and 
be conducted within the framework

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—(4)—An open 
letter bearing the joint signatures of 
former President Calvin Coolidge, for- 
mer Governor Alfred E. Smith and 
four other nationally known men, and 
declaring that “the general public will 
find itself in a condition of servi- 


tude” unless all governmental costs 
are reduced, was made public here to- 


y. 

The letter was addressed to Rear 
Admiral Richard E. Byrd, chairmau 
of the National Economy League, and 
was read by him to a meeting of the 
executive committee of the league held 
to complete arrangements for the first 
national convention of the organiza- 
tion in Washington, D. C., on Decem- 
ber 12 and 13. 

In addition to the names of Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Coolidge, the letter 
bore the signatures of Newton D. 
Baker, former secretary of war; Elihu 
Root, former secretary of state; Gen- 
‘eral John Pershing and Admiral 
| William S. Sims. All six are mem- 
‘bers of the advisory council to the 
league. 
| The letter said: 
| “In two decades we have seen the 
‘cost of government rise from about 
| $3.000.000,000 to about $14,000,000,- 
/000. This was too much when taxes 
were moderately easy to pay. It is 
a crushing burden under present busi- 
ness conditions, ... 

“We believe that these public ex- 
penditures should be reduced all along 
the line. Every unnecessary action 
‘of the government should be abolish- 
ed. High salaries should be reduced. 
The people should be permitted to 
'spend more of their earnings on theni- 
_selves and required to spend less on 
the tax collector. . . +« 

“We must discharge our obligations 
to the veterans and their dependents. 
But we should waste no money and

Sen. Johnson Refuses

California Progressive Rejects Plea of Publish- 
ers; “Cannot and Will Not,” Is

A statement saying “I cannot and I 
will not support .Mr. Hoover” was 
issued here today by Senator Hiram 
W. Johnson, California progressive 
republican, in reply to representatives 
of 70 southern California newspapers 
who had asked him for a publie dec- 
laration in fayor of the national and 
state republican tickets, 
Johnson, whose criticism of the ad- 
ministration recently brought words 
of praise from Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
democratic presidential nominee, as- 
serted the president had “justly earned 
the title of ultra-conservative” while 
he (Johfison) was a progressive re- 
publican “elected by men and women 
of all shades of political opinion.” 
The California senator asserted the 
difference between the two political 
philosophies “could be particularized 
in a hundred acts of the existing na- 
tional administration.” He described 
the progressives as believing the gov- 
ernment belongs to all the _ people, 
“not to a favored or privileged few.” 
“The standpatter,” said Johnson,

ATHENS, Oct. 14.—(#)—Reiterat-

ment of taxes. 


The conference of department heads 
is for the purpose of cutting down) 
expenses as much as humanly possible 
by reducing consumption of supplies 
and materials and to see if any sug- 
gestions can he made. 

A last-minute rush of taxpayers to 
take advantage of the last day on 
which taxes can be paid without pen- 
alties is expected today. ‘Tax assess- | 
ment and tax collectors’ offices will | 
remain open the entire day, it was | 
announced at the city hall. 

School teachers and the Atlanta 
board of education have called at- 
tention of the mayor to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation as & 
hope for thwarting the impending ne- 
cessity of a salary holiday beginning 
in November. Because of the large 
sums of money owed the banks and 
inability of taxpayers to meet their 

ob] izations to the city government, it 
is believed that no salaries can be 
paid after October 20 until after the 
firat of the new year. 

Key pointed out that the only way 
the city can contract a legal debt un- 
der the constitution of the state is by 
a referendum of the people, and that 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion will not lend money to any gov- 
ernment which cannot furnish a legal 
and binding contract.

/most famous historical relic—the en-

TENNESSEE OFICIAL 
RPS U.S, DRY A 


LEBANON, Tenn.. Oct. 14.—(4)}— 
The practice of United States dis- 
trict attorneys serving as defenders 
of federal officers charged with vie- 
lating state criminal laws while mak- 
ing arrests was condemned today by 
Chief Justice Grafton Green, of Ten- 
nessee, as one that should be abol- 
ished, and “forbidden, if necessary, by 
an act of congress.” 

“Proceedings against federal rev- 
enue and prohibition officers in’ the 
state courts are seldom instituted 
save for homicide,” Chiez Justice 
Green said in an address at cere- 
monies celebrating the 90th anniver- 
sary of Cumberland University. “Per- 
haps the greatest reproach to Amer!- 
ean civilization is the cheapness of 
human life. It is not fitting that 
the government of the United States 
should assume the defense of those 
who hold human life in light _ re- 
gard.” 

The address dealt with the practice 
of removing such cases from state to 
federal courts. The jurist said that 
an officer “has no right to shoot in 
order to prevent the escape of one 
charged with a misdemeanor” and that 
he may shoot “only to prevent the 
escape of a person charged with one 
of the gravest felonies and may then 
shoot only if the capture cannot be 
otherwise effected. The officer, of 
course, has his right of self-defense.” 

When a state officer exceeds his 
rights, Justice Green declared, “he 
is indicted by the state, prosecuted 
by the state, and ordinarily convict- 
ed and punished.” In the case of a 
federal officer. however, the chief 
justice asserted that he may ‘“com- 
mit acts of the most lawless and un- 
justifiable nature, even to the tak- 
ing of human life.” but that “he quite 
customarily goes free and unscathed.” 

This was ascribed to the fact that 
cases involving federal officers are 
removed to United States courts and 
defense of the offieers undertaken by 
United States district attorneys whose 
utterances, as representatives of the 
“supreme laws of the land.” the 
speaker complained, are accepted by 
federal juries as “authoritative.”

Failure of Hoover Is Greatest. _ 
In History of Nation, Says: Deen 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Oct, 14.—(/)— 
Speaking here tonight in behalf of the 
democratic national ticket, Braswell 
Deen, Alma (Ga.) editor and demo- 


cratic nominee for congress, said “the 
present administration has made the 
greatest failure of any of the 31 presi- 
dents who have held the reins of gov- 
ernment.” 

“Policies whichghave failed or that 
were never good at the outset cannot 
be continued in our government,” 
said the democratic choice for repre- 
sentative of the eighth Georgia dis- 
trict in the text of his address. 

“We have been told the depression 
was worldwide and perhaps this is 
entirely correct. If so, the cause of 
a worldwide depression may be laid 
at the door of the republican congress 
which fought through the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff act, affecting interna- 
tional trade as follows: 

“From June, 1929, following the 
original enactment of this measure, 
to June, 1932, the value of American 
‘exports decreased 67.8 per cent, or 
more than two-thirds the value of 
our .exports the first half of 1929. 


This was not all due ‘to the decline 
in prices, since the decline in prices 
was less than 35 per cent which was 
traceable to a lack of exports. Fail- 
ure to sell our goods in foreign mar- 
kets flooded our home markets and 
hence forced prices to the bottom.”

Roosevelt, he said, “will teach the 
republican leaders, along with the 
president, that the significant decline 
of all marketable commodities is not 
due to overproduction but_to a lack 
of constructive insight as to the rela- 
tion existing between producer and 
consumer: that in preserving a sound 
currency it is best preserved when in 
circulation and not in the hands or 
p ssession of internationa] bankers 
whose monopolistic policies have per- 
petuated their selfish greed and gain 
at the expense of overburdened tax- 
payers.”

LARGE GAIN IN 
EXPORT VALUES 
DURING AUGUST 


August Outgo $2,158,000 
Over July; Imports 
Show Increase of $11,- 
580,000 During August. 


The value of merchandise exported 
from the United States during August 
shi wed a gain of $2,158,000 over July 
and an increase of $11,580,000 in im- 
ports was shown. 

Merchandise exports during August 
amounted to $109,000,000 as against 
$106;842,000 for July while imports 
totaled $91,000,000 as contrasted with 
$79,420,000 for the preceding month. 
The excess of merchandise exports 
over merchandise imports for August 
this year amounted to $18,000,000 
whereas a year ago imports exceeded 
exports by $1,871,000. 

For the first eight months of 1932 
merchandise exports amounted to 
$1,056.769,000 and imports totaled 
$917,105,000, giving us a favorable 
balance of $139.664,000. For the cor- 
responding period of 1931 merchan- 
dise exports aggregated $1,661,547,000 
whereas imports amounted to $1,448,- 
290,000, making a favorable balance 
of $213,257,000. 

The increase of exports during Au- 
gust over July was due largely to in- 
creasing exports of cotton. 

Gold exports for August amounted 
to $18,067,000 and imports totaled 
$24,170.000, indicating the reversal in 
the gold movement. Gold began to 
move into this country early in the 
summer. The above figures are not 
entirely representative of the extent 
of the movement inasmuci. as they do 
not show the amount that has been 
released from earmark. 

For the first eight months of 1932 
our excess of gold exports over im- 
ports amounted to $619,523,000: 
whereas for the same period of 1931 
imports exceeded exports by $316,- 
155,000. 


STOGK PRIGES RISE 
AS BEARS RETREAT 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—(/)—The 
stock market surged up in one of the 
most buoyant recoveries of the year 
today, as bears, appeared to have sold 
themselves into a trap and struggled 
to extricate themselves, 

Extreme gains in many leading is- 
sues ranged from $2 to more than 
$8 a share, and although there was 
some recession leading issues generally 
closed with net gains of $1 to more 
than $7. The upswing brought aver- 
age price levels back to the neighbor- 
hood of a week ago. 

The strength of stocks spread to 
other security and commodity mar- 
kets. The bond market registered sub- 
stantial gains and several principal 
staples, including cotton, wheat, hides 
and rubber, closed moderately higher. 

Cotton, helped by a more favorable 
than expected domestic consumption 
report for September, pushed up about 
$1 a bale, but its gains were reduced 
to only 30 to 50 cents a bale later. 
The December delivery finished at 
6.47 cents a pound after touching 6.63. 
The census bureau reported domestic 
consu.option for last month at 491,- 
655 bales, an increase of 27,320 bales 
over September of 1931. 


Wheat futures at Chicago pushed 
up about 2 cents a bushel at one 
time but at the close of the market 
these advances had been reduced to 
7-8 to 1 3-8 cents net. Corn moved 
narrowly, closing virtually unchanged. 

The vigor of the advance in shares 
was surprising to Wall Street, and 
brokers explained it as evidently re- 
flecting completion of a recent phase 
of liquidation which left shorts in a 
precarious position. The turnover in 
the stock exchange amounted to only 
2,033,716 shares. 

American Telephone, in which there 
was understood to have been a large 
short interest, was a buoyant feature, 
ri ing $8.62 to $108, then reacting to 
end the day at $106. Union Pacific 
was another high flier,

HOME LOAN BANKS TO OPEN. 


Early relief from the Stringency 
effecting mortgage credits is pre- 
dicted. by officers of the federal 
home loan bank system following a 
two-day conference in Washington 
in which arrangements were per- 
fected for the apening within the 
next few days of the 12 regional 
banks of the system. 

Officials of each of the regional 
banks attended the Washington 
conference and were, according to 
Chairman Fort, given “a complete 
picture of the system, its purposes, 
intents and possibilities,” in order 
that as little delay as possible would 
be experienced in getting the sys- 
tem into full working order in 
every section of the country. 

Under the law creating the sys- 
tem, each of the regional banks will 
have a minimum capitalization of 
$134,000,000, of which $125,000,- 
000 will be furnished by the gov- 
ernment and $9,000,000 subscribed 
by the loan companies becoming 
members of the system. It is an- 
nounced that assurances already re- 


ceived by the board make it clear 


that no difficulty will be experi- 
enced in making. up the $9,000,- 
000 difference between the amount 
the government can provide for each 
regional bank and the minimum 
capitalization. : 

lt is anticipated that the regional 
banks will be able to begin making 
loans within a few days after they 
are opened. These loans, going to 
the loan companies becoming mem- 
bers of the system, will have the 
immediate effect, it is predicted, of 
generally reducing the pressure on 
distressed home owners and will 
add quick impetus to building 
operations. 

If the system operates success- 
fully, and there seems every reason 
to believe that ‘it will, the heavy 
burden of monthly installments un- 
dertaken during boom times will be 
lifted from thousands of home own- 
ers, and the fear that maturing 
loans cannot be renewed will be 
dissipated. 

Every loan company and agency 
should take advantage of the op- 
portunity given by the new system 
to supplement its funds so that it 
can extend present loans and make 
new ones. léthis is done there can 
be no doubt of the removal of the 
threat of wholesale foreclosure pro- 
ceedings and beneficial effect on 
conditions in the. building trades 
and generally.

Convincing demonstration of the 
superiority of the convention sys- 
tem of nominations over the direct 
primary is found by the Boston 
Herald-in the nontinees for gover- 
nor named by the two major polit- 
ical parties in New York State.

His democratic oppo- 
nent is Herbert H. Lehman, also a 
soldier, a man of extraordinary busi- 
ness ability, and a Jew. If these two 
men had been compelled to engage in 
a primary free-for-all, their superior 
qualifications would have been subor- 
dinated to their religious and racial 
affiliations, and both could have been 
defeated by inferior men. Fortunate- 
ly, the tests came in conventions of 
responsible men and women, not so 
easily swayed by appeals to prejudice 
as the individual voter.

On the 
other hand, the chief reports, the 
hip flask is “almost as common as 
lipsticks and rouge boxes,” even 
among young boys and girls, while 
the matrons of the women’s ward 
testify to an “almost intolerable in- 
crease’ in drinking and fighting 
among girls and women.” 
Police records show that there are 
now far more arrests per capita in 
Atlanta for drunkenness, and for 
crimes resulting from drinking, than 
ever before in the history of the 
city, these figures including@the pe- 
riods when hundreds of saloons 
flourished within the city limits. 


No more critical problem ever 
existed in Atlanta’s history than the 
present condition which is resulting 
in the undermining of every: class 
of our population and bringing 
about the spread of open crime of 
every description in all parts of the 
city. 

It is a condition that should have 
the serious thought of every citizen 
of Atlanta for it cannot go on with- 
out a complete collapse of law en- 
forcement.

Signor Mussolini has paid a_ re- 
markable tribute to the Spezia Mis- 
sion for Italy. which was founded 
by the Rey. Edward Clarke in the 
days of Garibaldi, when Spezia, now 
Italy's chief naval base and arsenal, 
was littl more than a fishing vil- 
lage. Not only has the Duce given 
whole-heirted approval of the work 
carried on in Italy, but he has ac- 
knowledged the loyalty of these Eug- 
lish Protestant missionaries to the 
Italian government and their disin- 
terested efiorts among the poorest of 
the poor. 

In spite of oppositiou from the

FARM EXPORTS INCREASE. 
Encouragement for the American 
farmer is to be found in the report 
by the federal department of agri- 
culture of a steady advance through 
August in the index of United States 
agricultural exports of 11 per cent 
over a year ago. 

The index of farm product ex- 
ports in August, 1931, was 53 per 
cent of the pre-war level; while in 
August of this year it was 64. per 
cent. The increase in cotton ship- 
ments was the largest single feature 
of the enlarged export trade, all 


60 per cent. 

While cotton was registering 
marked advances in the number of 
bales shipped, wheat exports reg- 
istered the lowest index since 1910. 
Only the Brazilian market for Amer- 
ican-grown wheat held up to any 
material extent, that country buy- 
ing nearly one-fourth of the total 
exports. Good advances were reg- 
istered by pork, fruits and most of 
the 44 other American farm prod- 
uct exports. 

The department’s figures «show 
that our agricultural exports are 
still far from what they were even 
in normal times before the boom 
days, but they indicate a worth- 
while increase in the buying power 
of other countries which will have 
a healthful reaction on. the pro- 
ducers of America.

Health Talks

GALL-BLADDER TROUBLE 
VERSUS BELLYACHE. 

The so-called intelligent reader, who 
is usually quite ignorant of elementary 
anatomy and physiology, not to men- 
tion hygiene or pathology, will not un- 
derstand the precise scientific signifi- 
cance of the term bellyache. ‘The 
stupid reader will regard the term as 
indecorous. So a portion of our limited 
space must be used to enlighten all 
and sundry. ; 

The word belly is the only English 
word we have to signify the anterior 
abdominal wall. It is not synonymous 
with abdomen, which means the great 
body cavity. Nor is it synonymous 
with stomach. 

It is correct to say bellyache or pain 

in the belly. It is ineorrect to say 
pain in the abdomen, stomachache or 
pain in the liver or gall-bladder or 
other abdominal or thoracic organ. No 
one can have pain in the heart or in 
the lungs. There are no sensory nerves 
in any of these internal organs, and 
therefore there can be no pain sense. 
All the painful sensations produced 
by inflammation or other abnormal 
conditions in the internal organs are 
actually felt in the wall of abdomen or 
thorax, which has spinal sensory 
nerves. All the nerve control of‘ in- 
ternal organs is by the sympathetic 
or autonomic system, which is in- 
dependent of the will or conscious- 
ness, 
I never think of this lack of organ 
consciousness or control without think- 
ing what a great blessing it is to man- 
kind, particularly civilized and edu- 
cated mankind. We'd make a fright- 
ful mess of things if we had organ 
consciousness er will power over our 
internal organs. :

and gallstones. The spinal sens. ry 
nerves supplying that area of the chest 
wali are called intercostal nerves (be- 
cause they lie between the ribs) ; close 
to the spine they connect with the 
ganglia or substations of the sympa 
thetic nervous system. It is through 
these connecting fibers that impulses 
from the internal organ are reflected 
or switched over to the spinal sensory 
nerve and so become painful sensa- 
tions, 

Intercostal neuralgia in any por- 
tion of the body wall. may deceive the 
patient and even the physician into 
the belief that there is serious disease 
of an internal organ. Many a suf- 
ferer from left thoracic intercostal neu- 
ralgia believes herself (sometimes it 
may be himself) a victim of “heart 
disease.” Not a few hurry-up opera- 
tions for “appendicitis” have been ad- 
vised or actually done, when in fact 
the trouble was right, intercostal neu- 
ralgia; or perhaps feuritis, as evi- 
denced by the appearance of herpes 
zoster after several hours of acute 
pain. Some good diagnosticians assure 
us that many gall-bladders are re- 
moved in the futile attempt to cure 
intercostal neuralgia felt either under 
the right. shoulderblade or in the re- 
gion of the right lower ribs. 

A physician with. true diagnostic 
acumen can apply some simple tests 
in any case wich will pretty defi- 
nitely distinguish such neuralgia or 
neuritis from actual trouble in the 
organ in question. I am not describing 
these tests here because they are none 
of the layman’s business. The thing 
the layman should know is that not

Let me begin this plain recital of

Dur- 
ing that time I hope. I have learned 
that no man aml no party have a 
monopoly of good intentions or of 
intelligence. t was the proudest 
moment 6f my life when I became 
the speaker of the house. The pride 
I felt in attaining to what I regard 
as the most potent office in the gov- 
ernment with the exception of the 
presidency was mitigated with a 
sense of the responsibility it in- 
volved.

I hasten to disclaim any sarcasm. 
What I have just said was a fair 
paraphrase of the Des Moines speech. 
If it sounds sarcastic it is sale - 
cause of the absurdity of the original. 
Let’s get down to the reeord. Nobody 
doubts that there was a financial 
panic, which threatened our banking 
and credit system. But the vital 
question for voters is: ‘What caused 
it?” Mr. Hoover says (I quote) : 

“Critical assaults and dangers 
swept upon us from  fofeign coun- 
tries.” But he also said in his annual 
message : 

“The fundamental difficulties 
which have brought. about financial 
strain in foreign countries do not 
exist in the United States.’ In other 
words, Mr. Hoover presents that Ku- 
rope was broke and America sound, 
so Europeans rushed to get their 
money out of here and take it back 
to the very seat of trouble. I also 
leave that alibi to the judgment of 
American common sense. 

We couldn't listen to that one 
even if there had been no cause for 
meg here. But there was cause 
ere big enough to panic any coun- 
try. Back in 1928 Mr. Hoover said (I 
quote again): 

“The assessment of taxes and ex- 
penditures of public monies have 
come to bear a vital part in business 
stability. We have adopted a meas- 


ure of federal control of credit, Er- 
rors in that delicate adj 


iwtment can 
cause us fabulous losses.” 

Mr. Hoover’s “errors in that deli- 
cate adjustment” are also called defi- 
cits. Last December this administra- 
tion was a little more frank about 
the cause of the panic. Mr. Hoover 
said: 

“The first requirement of confi- 
dence and of economic recovery is 
financial stability of the United 
States government. . - I must at 
this time call attention to the magni- 
tude of the deficits which have de- 
veloped. . . .” 

There we have it deficits 
- « - the cause of every panic since 
the world began. Why should there 
be any talk about mysterious for- 
eign forces? 

Who is responsible for those defi- 
cits and (more important still) how 
did it happen that we ddin’t hear 
about them till they became so danh- 
gerous? Let me quote from the presi- 
dent’s budget message delivered in 
1929, six weeks after the worst crash 
in history—an efent mathematically 
certain to cut down federal revenue: 

“With an estimated surplus of 
over $225,000,000 this year (1930) 
“and $122,000,000 next year” (1931) 
a “some reduction in taxes is 
justified. . . . Our finances are in 
sound condition . . . our éstimated 
expenditures . . . are well within 
our expected receipts.” That budget 
also proposed increased spending in 
two years of $4380,000,000 more than 
we spent in 1929, 

You remember that every prudent 
manager of home or business was 
then trimming sails. But an admin- 
istration charged with preserving a 
delicate balance on which it said 
business stability depended, moved 
in exactly the opposite direction. 

By December, 1930, every source 
of federal revenue had diminished 25 
per cent. Huge deficits were inevita- 
ble. But this administration esti- 
mated a current deficit of only $180.- 
000,000 with a small surplus for 
1932, or a two-year deficit of only 
$150,000,000 and. said, “nor do I 
look with great concern upon this 
moderate deficit.” It suggested no 
new taxes—no decreased spending. 
Was that frankness? Was that deal- 
ing honestly with the congress? 


HOOVER AT SEA 
OR CONCEALED FACTS. | 
December, 1931, is the period por- 


trayed in the president’s Des Moines 
speech, The deficit for that year had 
now been revealed as $900,000,000— 
an.error of one billion in the “‘deli- 
cate adjustment.” The annual mes- 
sage admitted a deficit of over two 
billions for 1932. Within seven 
months that proved to be nearly an- 
other billion-dollar error and the two 
years’ deficit originally estimated at 
$150,000,000 turned out to be nearly 
four billion dollars. 

I know these monumental figures 
are tedious to listen to. ‘They can 
be summed up, however, in terms 
more easily remembered, The rec 
ord shows that the administration 
was either hepelessly at sea as to 
the actual treasury situation for two 
years or else deliberately concealed 
the true state of affairs, deceiving 
the country until concealment was 
no longer possible. 

No other country ever experienced 
such fiscal catastrophe and escaped 
collapse. The news began to leak 
out in the autumn, The aspect mos 
disturbing to American credit wa 
that this great government had sat 
in concealment and inaction for two 
vears and had allowed the world te 
believe that its finances were sound.

As a matter of 
fact the result so far during this 
fiscal year has been especialy bad— 
even much worse than it was in the 
corresponding period last year.”

The most 
recent one places the deficit ... at

is what the treasury is doing today. 
» « « The policy cannot be justified 
even on an accounting basis. . ? Espe- 
cial care should be taken in seeing 
that the public has all the facts. 
The treasury is not doing thls... .”

The ri- 
diculous ease with which the Tennes- 
see team won from New York last 
year, the very decisive victory of Geor- 
gia over Yale, as well as other inter- 
sectional contests, indicate that the 
south is on equal ranking with any 
other section. 

Alabama has fine line and end ma- 
terial, as well as a backfield of the 
first order, headed by Cain, a truly 
great back, fully worthy of consid- 
eration for the All-American selec- 


tion. 
SKILLFUL PUNTER. 

Cain is one of the most. skillful 
punters in the country. He can pass 
and run and he is reinforced by other 
good running backs, some fine block- 
ing and other capable punters and 
passers. 

Alabama uses the Notre Dame sys- 
tem and has perfected it in all 
precision, deception, blocking and 
passing possibilities doubtless as well 
as any team in the country. 

While Tennessee won “from Ala- 
hama by a one-sided score last year, 
this game was played early in the 
season before Thomas, his first year 
at Alabama, had his new system per- 
fected. By November, however, Ala- 
hama was a different team offensive- 
ly and she started off this season 
where she left off at the end of last. 

Here are all the elements of a great 
football team, instructed in a type of 
offense perhaps the most successful 
type ever used in football, imparted 
by a brilliant coach, Frank Thomas, 
and some unusually able assistants. 

On the other hand, Tennessee offers 
a very interesting study. She does not 
have as much material as Alabama 
nor as many men. Her team possibly 
will not be quite as well balanced. 
She has inexperience in her forward 
wall and I think if Alabama wins it 
doubtless will be through superiority 


in the line. 
FEATHERS GOOD. 


Nevertheless, Tennessee has six or 
seven men who are more brilliant than 
any of Alabama’s squad, with the 
exception of Captain Cain. In Feath- 
ers she has a punter equally as good 
and perhaps for distance superior to 
Cain. She has at least three men who 
ean pass with exce; tional brillianey 
and skill. In my judgment, her pass- 
ing game will be more dangerous than 
that of Alabama, not because Alabama 
will not be first-class in this feature 
hut because Tennessee will be bril- 
ianey itself. ie 
, The outstanding skill of the individ- 
aal players of Tennessee is the result 
nf no accident. She is fortunate in 
having potentially great players, but 
in Coaches Neyland, Parker and Brit- 
‘on she has three clear-headed men of 
fine imagination, great industry and 
unusual versatility. 

The detail play of the Tennessee 
team is wonderful. In a sense there is 
a greater variety in her attack, and 
she is more apt to score with the un- 
expected. To a real student of foot- 
ball game this should have a great 
fascination.

On the other hand, Vanderbilt has 
nad opportunity to organize and de- 
relop unhampered by any large num- 
ver of severe injuries to key men which 
so seriously hurt her last year. While 
Tulane has lost Felts and perhaps 
Paine, Vanderbilt has lost Close. her 
experienced signal caller, who will not 
be able to remove a scholastic condi- 
tion in time for this game.

In this situation, the only manner in 
which you could have created a big 
swing in your favor would have been 
to overbid and contract for a Small 
Slam, which the cards held did not 
warrant, 

In the Howell match point game, 
however, if you play a hand at a con- 
tract of three no-trumps, for instance, 
and due to very fine play make six. 
which is probably at least one more 
trick’ than any competitor will make, 
you will receive a greater reward for 
your fine play than if you had bid the 
Slam. In other words, this form of 
game does place a definite premium 
on the fine play of Dummy.

On the play of this hand, West 
made his formal Opening of the dia- 
mond Ten. He was not aware of the 
very great strength that his oppo- 
nents held and had hopes of beating 
the contract. South took the trick 
with the diamond Knave in Dummy 
and proceeded to run his hearts. A 
small club which was discarded on 
one of the hearts, plus the fact that 
he knew West would be long in dia- 
monds, enabled him to locate the club 
Queen and he quite correctly finessed 
against East for it. He now had 
taken 10 tricks and in discarding on 
the good clebs West had finally dis- 
carded down to a point where he had 
to throw his diamond Queen. South 
now had an almost positive count on 
the hand and he knew that West held 
the Ace blank of diamonds and either 
two little spades or the King and a 
small one. He led his diamond King, 
West took the Ace and was forced to 
lead to Declarer’s spade tenace. Of 
course, if West had discarded a small 
spade and kept the Ace and Queen 
of diamonds, Declarer would have had 
to guess whether West had blanked 
his King or whether he had kept a 
low singleton and then the proper 
play would have been to finesse East 
for it.
